Weekly, October fifteen, and repro­ 
dined in the Indianapolis Sta r last 
Sunday on “ The Beginnings of B e v ­ 
eridge,” supposed to be reminiscences 
of Prof. Joseph Carbart, form erly a 
professor in D ePauw University, but 


now retired and living in Indianapo­ 
lis. is false, at least that part of it 
which pertains and is a slap in the 
face of Jam es E. Watson 
of this 
city and it may be presumed that the 
writer who will not hesitate to w an­ 


tonly state one falsehood in an a r­ 
ticle would likewise .juggle the facts 
in other instances. 


As mentioned above, the article is 
-aij t ° be an interview with Mr. Car- 
hart at his home in Indianapolis and 
was written by Richard Lloyd Jones. 
I t reviews the life of Beveridge in 
which it is alleged that he had a very 


humble beginning on the farm.

th ey hoard that Albert J. Beveridge 
was an entrant. 
Mr. Jones tells of 
tin entrance of the senator as a hoy 


to college, and the at-that-time-un- 
pr< • cdentcd egotism and assurance 


that- he seemed to possess, the belief 


in himself which he 
displayed all 


through hi- public career. 
But that part which deals more di- 
reetlv with Jam es E . Watson, the 
former congressman from the Sixth 
district, is of 
more 
interest. 
Mr. 
.lor es reserves one short paragraph 
for the local statesman and in there 
juggles 
f a c t s with surprising ease. 


He makes one statement which every 


voter in this district or the I nited

without a good school.

the State. 
Wholesale literature can 
e furnished l<> all the readers in a 
ommunity at a fraction of the cost 
necessary to teach them to read and 
the p. wer to read may then become a 
means of lit e-long education. 


The books that a boy reads for 
deasure do more to determine hi- 
ideals and shape hi- character than 
than the text books he studied in the.

Into the old fatalistic idea of farm­ 
ing come the experimenting optimists 
of the United State3 Department of 
Agriculture with the idea that sea­ 
sons are relativ ely unimportant. Na­ 
ture is bountiful, but the age when 
she acted as a fairy godmother to 
infant humanity disappeared with the 
lost tribes of Israel and now the 
treasures must be looked for with the 
test tube and the experiment field. It 
it not enough to plow and plant. There 
are ways of plowing and ways of 
planting and the big returns follow 
the best methods. 
Pursuing this idea, the inv estiga­ 
tors hav e « discov ered a few of 
the 
simple and practical 
methods 
and 
demonstrated that a corn field which 
produces twenty bushels to the acre 
under ordinary methods will produce 
twenty-fiv e bushels with careful se­ 
lection of seed. By improv ed methods 
of preparing the soil the yield can he 
increased to thirty bushels. The cor­ 
rect use of fertilizer or a good crop 
rotation system will add another fiv e 
bij3hels to the yield and a scientific 
method of cultiv ation will bring the 
product up to forty bushels, thereby 
a compli shin g the important economic 
feat of placing two corn pones in the 
ov en where only one baked before. 
They hav e made farming a busi­ 
ness in which the profits can be fore­ 
cast with as much accuracy as in any 
other business. It is their belief that 
the season as an unav oidable factor 
in farming is a myth, just like the 
aged idea that potatoes, hav ing eyes, 
should be planted in the dark of the 
moon so^fhatgno light would lure them 
abov e the ground to 
waste 
their 
strength in a luxuriant 
growth 
of 
v alueless v ines. 
They hav e prov en 
that the inherited deprav ity of seed 
and soil and season can he ov ercome 
and that the had season is a condi­ 
tion of farming just as much as it is 
a condition of the weather. 
For years the Department of Ag­ 
riculture has aided in the mainten­ 
ance of experiment stations in ev ery 
State, hut the new missionary cam­ 
paign carries the instruction into the 
homes of the 
farmers 
themselv es. 
The test and demonstrations are ear- 
ried on. not on gov ernment land, but 
on the land of the farmer, and tlie 
work done by him, under the direc­ 
ti n of the gov ernment agent.

communities*a miracle of transfor­ 
mation lias been worked, not only in 
the production of better crops, but in 
the 
optimism 
that 
follows. 
The 
mov ement in each community usually 
starts with a school house meeting 
championed by the commercial club 
or the progressiv e business men from 
the county seat. 
The importance of 
belter farming methods is discussed 
and the plan for the establishment of 
experiment tracts to he cultiv ated un­ 
der the superv ision of gov ernment ex­ 
perts is told of. 
The 
farmers 
are 
urged to dev ote from"ope to fiv e acres 
for this purpose. They are asked to 
take nothing for granted, to believ e 
nothing that they do not see and to 
follow only the methds which through 
their own work on the experimental 
tract prov i* successful. 
Throughout 
the season these experimental tracts 
are v isited by the department agent 
who giv es expert instruction as to 
the cultiv ation of the crops. 
Sometimes the farmers of a com­ 
munity meet him at one of the demon­ 
stration farms or at a general meet- 
iiffr held at the school house. 
Here 
the farm missionaries 
borrow 
an 
idea from the rev iv al meetings of the 
country districts and the exhorting 
talk of the lecturer is followed by an 
experience meeting, in which those 
who hav e been conv erted from 
the 
dark belief of hap-hazzard forming 
to the true light of scientific agricul­ 
ture tell cff their change of faith and 
the attendant result. 
At a recent meeting of this kind in 
Alabama a lanky cotton planter arose 
to say: “I was born in a cotton field 
and hav e worked cotton cn my farm 
for more than forty years. I thought 
no one could tell me anything about 
raising cotton. 
I had usually raised 
one-half a bale on my thin soil and I 
thought that was all the cotton there 
was in it in one season. The demon­ 
stration agent came along and wanted 
me to trv his plan on two acres. 
\<<t 
to he contrary I agreed, hut I did not I 
believ e what he told me. Howev er, I 
tried my be si to do as he said, and at 
the end of ihe year I had a bale and 
a half to jJie acre on the two acres I 
had worked his way and a little < v er 
a third of a bale on the land I had 
worked my way.

could 
hav e 
knocked in« 1 down with a feather. 
This 
v enr T hav e a hale and a halt to the! 
acre on my whole farm. 
As a cotton 
planter T am just one year old.” 
Last season Dan 1». Ross, of Car­ 
thage. Tex a s, one of the reform far­ 
mers, made 916 bushels of corn on 
fifteen acres of land and sev enteen 
hales of cotton • n the same area, his 
year's work giv ing him a 
profit of 
>1900. Yet he did not hav e any rain 
from 
May 
12 
to 
August 
15—a 
drouth period supposed to 
make 
a 
successful 
crop 
impossible. 
His 
neighbors* crops were so small that 
one hundred of them had to secure 
their seed from him.

EUROPEAN BALLOON 


TRIP IS ABANDONED 


Wellman's Party Picked Up At 


Sea By Steamer. 


New* York. Oct. 19.— W alter W ell 
man and his five companions, w ho last 
Saturday morning sailed from Atlantic 
City in the dirigible balloon America 
in an attempt to fly to Europe along 
the 
northern 
steaship 
route, 
were 
picked up at sea by the steamer Trent. 
Captain C. E. Down, bound for Nev. 
York, at a point about 375 miles east 
of Norfolk, Va., and about 250 miles 
northwest of Bermuda. 
The Am erica, after a record flight 
for dirigibles of about seventy hours, 
was sighted close to the water in dir 
tress and was abandoned by W ellm an 
and his crew, all of whom sought safe­ 
ty aboard the Trent with the help of 
the dirigible’s lifeboat. 
On being free 
of the weight of the crew toe airship 
Immediately shot skyward as the life­ 
boat was taking the water. 
The sea 
that was running at the time was mod­ 
erate and the aeronauts had very little 
difficulty in reaching the Trent and 
boarding that steamship. The balloon, 
now a speck in the sky, was left to 
the winds, to founder in the Atlantic 
when her gas has escaped. 
None of the aeronauts was found to 
have suffered seriously from his ad­ 
ventures. 
W ireless telegraphy, which 
first helped in life-saving at sea when 
the steamship R epublic suffered a col­ 
lision a year ago last winter, for the 
first time placed an important part in 
aeronautical rescue, the Trent’s atten­ 
tion having been called to the Am eri­ 
ca’s distress by wireless message. A l­ 
though Wellm an -had been blown far 
from his course by the winds that be­ 
gan to come out of the northwest Sun­ 
day night, thereby 
making his an­ 
nounced plans futile, the flight estab­ 
lishes a world’s record for dirigibles. 
The previous record for dirigibles was 
held by Count Zej.oclin, who last year 
flew from Düsseldorf to Bitterfeld and 
return, a total distance of S10 miles, in 
thirtV'eight hours. 
The serious troubles of the airship 
crew began when W ellm an and the 
crew noticed ttiat so much gas war 
eseapinu from the big hag that the 
balloon 
was 
settling 
toward

waves 
To keep from dropping into 
the water it was necessary to throw 
out tank after tank of gasoline, which 
left the airship without fuel for the 
engines.

Several complaints have come to 
the Republican of smoke from burn­ 
ing leaves annoying people in their 
homes a long distance away from the 
fires. 
With the present condition of 
the 'atmosphere in the hazy autumn 
days, the smoke stays close t 
the 
ground and the disagreeable odor is 
carried a long distance. 
There is a general disregard among 
residents of the city for the cit 
dinanee on leaf burning. The st 
provides that leaves shall be 
only between the hours of six i 
morning and two in the after 
The law provides for a heavy 
ally in cases of conviction of 
tion. 
Local people will do w 
remember what the offense mu\ 
them. 
If the people only knew the 
of leaves the burning of them 
cease entirely. 
People experiet 
such matters say that it is a 
mistake to rake leaves from 
plots. 
If twice as many were 
as usually fall they say it woi 
all the better for the grass and 
the first good rain the leaves 
have practically 
disappeared, 
leaves son disintegrate from de 
frost, and settle about the grass 
making the finest of fertilizer. 
There is 110 better fertilizer f 
garden, for shrubbery etc., than 
leaves for they decompose and 
with the soil far more quickly 
other natural fertilizer. 
Since chicken raising has h 
the fad in town and city homes a new 
use is found for dead leaves and the 
demand is great enough for all that 
falls on the premises. 
Simply throw 
the leaves into the chicken yark. Then 
sow a handful or two of grain among 
leaves and the chickens will do the 
rest. Chickens thrive best when busy 
and a stack of leaves and the bait of 
a little grain wall keep them ever­ 
lastingly scratching. 
As the leaves 
become packed they are a upposedlv 
safe harbor for various insects but 
the chickens will hunt out these in­ 
truders if it takes a week.
